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Two Prairie Provinces Will 


Attain Their 
Regard To 


The two Canadian provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan attair their 
majority in regard to age on Septem- 
ber 1st next. They will then be 21 
years old as provinces of the Domin- 
fon. Prior to that date the area they 
now embrace had the status of terrt- 
tories administered largely by the 
Canadian Federal Government. 

The occasion of the two provinces 
reaching their majority provides an 
interesting retrospect. In 1905 the 
combined population of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan was 400,000 in round 
figures. It is now 1,500,000. The 
value of the annual agricultural pro- 
duction has increased in 21 years from 
about $40,000,000 to $785,000,000. 

Alberta's wheat area is now nearly 
thirty times that of 21 years ago. The 
production of grains is nearly fifty 
times as great as in 1906. The aver- 
sage yield of wheat in 21 years has been 
over 18 bushels to the acre. Less than 
11,000,000 of the 60,000,000 acres sult- 
able for farming are sown to field 
crops. In this period Alberta has de- 


veloped a dairy industry with pro- |The following instructions for prepar- l visible c 


ducts totalling in value more than 
$20,000,000 annually. 

Twenty-one years ago Saskatchewan 
produced 26,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
Last Year the yield was over 240,000,- 
000 bushels, more than half of the 
total wheat production of the Domtn- 
ion. It is now the principal wheat 
growing area in North America, if not 
in the world. A 

While wheat is still the main crop, 
mixed farming has made rapid -pro- 
gress in all parts of Saskatchewan. 
Twenty-one years ago butter was im- 
ported by the carload into the prov- 

“ince. Last year the creamery butter 
production amounted to fifteen million, 
eight hundred and fifty thousana 
pounds. There still remains 58,000,- 
000 acres in Saskatchewan suitable for 
profitable farming.

The user of fence posts, vineyard 
sticks, planking for walks and other 
small dimension timbers may, ltow- 
ever, if commercial facilities are not 
at hand, do his own creosoting.
